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DETAILED ACTION 
Inventorship 

1. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

2. An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in 
this field usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention 
disclosed.

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the commutation 
interval which is negative up to the total turn off delays of claim 7 and the timers of claim 
17 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should 
be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

Specification 

4. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

5. The specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting 
any errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

6. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the 
specification is considerably lacking in the explanation of the claims and the claim 
limitations. Only general descriptions of the actual claimed invention were provided in 
the invention summary. The specification, especially in the detailed description, fails to 
distinctly describe and particularly illustrate the claimed invention. The specification is 
generally narrative concerning information not claimed and barely supports what is 
claimed. 

Appropriate correction is required.

Claim Objections 

7. Claims 4-6, 8, 13-16 and 19-22 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in 
improper form because a multiple dependent claim cannot depend from any other 
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multiple dependent claim. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims have not 
been further treated on the merits. 



8. Claims 3, 7 and 12 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
Claim 3 line 2, "minimise" [sic]. 

Claim 7 line 4, "realisation" [sic]. 
Claim 12 line 2, "minimising" [sic]. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

9. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

10. Claims 1-3, 7, 10-12 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the switch means" in line 3. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 3 recites the limitation "the commutation interval" in line 2. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 7 recites the limitation "the operating means" in line 1 . There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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Claim 7 recites the limitation "the total turn off delays" in line 3. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 7 recites the limitation "the switching devices" in line 3. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 7 recites the limitation "the converter realization" in line 3. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

11. Claims 9, 17 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite in that it fails to point out what is included or excluded by the claim 
language. These claims are omnibus type claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

12. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

13. Claims 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Bernet 
(US 5,949,672). 

Claims 4-6, 8, 13-16 and 19-22 are given no patentable weight due to the improper 
dependency. Moreover, due to the numerous errors noted supra, Bemet is considered to 
anticipate the claimed invention. Furthermore, Bemet discloses a converter with a plurality of bi- 
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directional switches effecting operation of the switches to initiate one before deactivation of 
another.
